It is highly possib le that the present 
so-called normal life span of fifty or six­ 
ty years is not at all normal. This is the 
conclusion reached, after investigation, b y 
a serious group of international scientists 
working on the prob lem of prem ature old 
age. 
One of the group’s leaders. Dr. V. Kor- 
enchevsky, who is conducting experiments 
at Oxford University on a grant from Lord 
Nuffield, says they have determined that 
the life-span is purely 
pathological. 
He 
b elieves that future developments of b io­ 
logy anil b io-chemistry 
will enab le 
sci­ 
entists to tell just why one man dies in his 
fifties while another lives to the prob ab ly 
more normal age of a hundred. They are 
hoping to isolate and classify the chemi­ 
cal compounds which affect senile decay. 
Once 
these are discovered, it will b e pos­ 
sib le 
to administer the proper compounds 
to assure a much longer active life.
